Gentlemen, — 

I beg’  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1918. 

The  Birth  Rate,  16.84,  exactly  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  Death  Rate,  17.6,  is  hig’her  than  for  many  years. 
This  is  due  to  the  epidemic  of  Influenza  during  the  last 
quarter  of  the  year,  which  was  respMDnsible  for  19  deaths. 

The. Infant  Mortality  Rate,  29.4,  is  lower  than  last  year, 
and  is  a good  one  even  for  Rural  Districts. 

Infectious  Diseases. — With  the  exception  of  Influenza, 
which  is  not  a notifiable  disease,  the  District  has  been  more 
free  than  usual  from  infectious  disease.  Only  one  case  of 
Tuberculosis  was  notified  during  the  year,  which  is  a distinct 
improvement  on  previous  years.  Of  the  seven  cases  of 
Diphtheria  notified,  five  occurred  in  one  house.  Some  In- 
fluenza appeared  in  July  and  August,  most  of  the  cases  being 
imported  by  visitors  from  large  towns,  and  were  of  a rhild 
type,  without  any  mortality.  In  November  and  December 
there  was  a return  of  the  disease,  a large  number  of  people 
being  affected,  and  a high  rate  of  mortality  prevailed.
